Foundation Needs Constitution 


• THE UNIVERSITY Cultural 
Foundation last week ran Into a 
new problem: lack of a constitu- 
tion. 

The hitch occurred when the 
Foundation decided against putting 
the Foundation name on a Uni- 
versity club activity which would 
charge an admission fee. 

"However,” Mike Duberstein, 
Foundation general chairman, ex- 
plained. "this is purely an Individ- 
ual caae, and does not represent 
Foundation policy.” 

The question developed at the 
Foundation meeting two weeks 
ago when Russian club president 
Chuck Putnam asked Foundation 
help for the club’s upcoming dis- 
cussion by Professor Helen B. 
Yakobson on “Creathra Arts hi 
Russia.” 

The Russian dub plans to charge 
a nominal a dm issio n fee for the 


discussion. Putnam said that club 
members who pay annual duet 
would feel gypped If the student 
body could get in free to their ac- 
tivities. 

But Foundation members hesi- 
tated backing the event. 'This 
would be asking students to pay 
twice for Foundation-backed ac- 
tivities," noted Phil John, Foun- 
dation financial chairman. John 
pointed out that the University 
administration is giving the Foun- 
dation funds earmarked for cul- 
tural affaire and that additional 
admission fees— and to this case, 
money to build up a club treasury 
— would be asking too much.

Judy Gilbert, as Gladys Bumps 
the curvaceous, dull-witted sec- 
retary and Wendell Adkins as 
Prez, the pajama workers union 
boss, teased and leered at each 
other in "Her Is,” “Once a Year 
Day” and “Steam Heat” in ex- 
cellent characterizations. They 
were perfectly cast. Miss Gilbert, 
role was especially taxing, involv- 
ing a great deal of dancing which 
she performed with briskness and 
excitement. It is of little wonder 
that Wendell Adkins gave a high- 
ly motivated performance as Prez, 
enjoying himself every minute. 

Although Elliott Swift and Jan 
Larkins were not always in con- 
trol of their characterizations as 
the romantic leads, they achieved 
some credibility. For the most 
.part, however, their voices were 
not strong enough to project the 
power necessary to make them 
entirely/convincing as two strong- 
willed people in love. Neverthiess, 
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Swift as Sid Sorokin gave convinc- 
ing renditions of “A New Town is 
a Blue Town” and “Hey There.” 
The skillful use of a recorded 
sound track made “Hey There” 
one of the highlights of the eve- 
ning. Jan Larkins’ reprise of “Hey 
There" was equally effective. How- 
ever, her Babe WjlUanis was much 
too sweet and naive. In “I’m Not 
At All In Love" in which she was 
joined by the chorus, however, 
she was the adamant, foot-stamp- 
ing, leader of the grievance com- 
mittee who Isn’t thrown for a 
loop bjl anfone. 

Whenever they appeared en 
masse, It seemed that the girls 
chorus stimulated the featured 
and lead players to higher levels 
of performance, such as in the 
number just mentioned and In 
’Think of the Time I Save." 
Whether It waa a matter of aur- 
vival-of-the-fittest or just what, 
they helped to pick up the show 
when It began to drag, and had a 
good time while doing so. 

The larger production numbers, 
“Once A Year Day” and -’’Seven 
and a Half Cents" were cheerful, 
energetic, and colorful, but main- 
ly just plain busy. There was a 
lot of rushing around and little 
coordination; one would hesitate 
to say that they were climactic 
in any sense, but they were gay. 
Contributing to the overall gaiety 
of the production was the bright, 
economical scenery, especially the 
Picassoesque scrim splattered with 
sprightly-colored abstractions of 
pajamas. 

Mr. Schoenberg’s staging of the 
“Hernando, Hideaway" scene was 
the most imaginative, and the 
singers and dancers alike were 
most at home in it. 

Though there was not a sus- 
tained level of performance, there 
were enough brisk moments 
throughout the evening to make 
it an enjoyable one.

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SC Seeks Administration Aid For Radio Station 


• WRGWS BID TO aeatle be- 
neath the protecting wing of the 
Student Council w»i delayed last 
week, but the radio station, al- 
ready a three-time loser, was giv- 
en some promise for action by the 
Council. 

Station manager Don Lokerstm 
and Professor Harry Abrams from 
the Engineering School came be- 
fore the Council at the suggestion 
of member-at-large Mike Duber- 
stein to support Duberatein's mo- 
tion for Council recognition and 
funds. The proposal was tabled. 

But the Council said It would go 
te the Administration to try and 
acquire for WRGW the special 
status and financial support the 
HATCHET new has. 

When WRGW was set up hi 
1»M. It was organised, under the 
prevision that it would never go 
to the administration for money. 
Without a sufficient source of rev- 
enue, the station hat quietly fold- 


ed up three times. 

Council president Charlie Mays 
noted that if the Council went to 
the Administration on behalf of 
WRGW. it would be circumvent- 
ing the agreement, since the sta- 
tion itself would not do the asking. 

Mays also noted that the origi- 
nal agreement was reached with 
the administration of Cloyd Heck 
Marvin and that new President 
Thomas Carroll has shown mors 
willingness to support campus 
projects of this sort 

Lokerson painted out to the 
Council that the station was in 
desperate need of money. The 
money would be used for trans- 
mitters, program material, micro- 
phones, discs, tape for programs 
and telegraph lines te til dormi- 
tories. 

Lokerson estimated the station 
needed *400 for the flrst semester 
and *300 for the second to give 


the University adequate service. 
‘It will be the policy of the sta- 
tion to give coverage to anyone 
that wants it," said Locke raon. 
This will include lines to frater- 
nity houses. 

Professor Abrams, past presi- 
dent of the Intercollegiate Broad- 
casting System, was optimistic 
about the station’s chances for 
success once it received the neces- 
sary financial support. 

"I ha vs found that these sta- 
tion are best operated when 
they are student-run," Professor 
Abrams told the Council. “Let 
the students run it as long as they 
don’t get the University in trou- 
ble. 

Professor Leggett (WRGWs 
faculty sponsor) and I are confi- 
dent the station is in good hands. 
It should became self-sufficient 
within one or two years."

• FOR JIM CAMP, rebuilding begins now. 

While the Colonials still must face Virginia Tech qn'tbe 
18th, it’s apparent now that the rookie Buff mentor is already 
looking ahead to next year. 


And what Camp sees is a clouded crystal ball. Next 
year’s GW squad must face 


such top-notch elevens as 
Army, Syracuse and Brigham 
Young with virtually the same 
Colonial team that is bound 

to end this season with a losing 
record. 

Here's what Camp has to work 
with: 

A good first-unit backfleld with 
this year's sensation Dick Drum- 
mond and Jim Johnson, both with 
two seasons left, workhorse half 
Tony Fredecine and quarterback 
Frank Pazzaglia. But beyond the 
starting four, there's little depth. 

A young, mostly untried interior 
line, anchored by stalwarts Gary 
Seollick, Cjiff Botyos, George 
Stone, Joe Heilman, Ron Cindrich 
and Art Gubftosa.

Camp has perhaps the Southern 
Conference's best ends yrith Paul
